The Australian national team is unbeaten at home since 1964 as their last 
defeat was against Everton at the Sydney Showground on May 16, 1964, before a 
‘crowd of nearly 40,000. 


The crack English team de- 
feated Australia 5-1 with the 
score tied 1-1 at halftime. 


A week earlier, in Mel- 
bourne, Everton had beaten 
Australia 8-2 before 32,500 
spectators. 


Since then, however, the 
Australian XI has not tasted 
defeat. -

All three matches by Aust- 
talia since the Everton tour, 
two against Chelsea in 1965 
and one against AS Roma 
last year, were drawn.
